Amend the Law relating to Restaurants in Ireland. A.D. 1911. 

B E it enacted by the King’s most Excellent Majesty, by and 
with the advice and consent of the Lords Spiritual and 
Temporal, and Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, 
and by the authority of the same, as follows : — 

5 1. Notwithstanding the provisions of the Acts relating to Power to 

licensing in Ireland, it shall be lawful for the recorder or 8gj»* i|lt 
county court judge within whose jurisdiction the premises licence. 
sh a ll be situate, if he shall think fit, to grant at the annual 
licensing sessions, or upon the granting of any new licence at 
10 another sessions, a restaurant licence in respect of premises in 
or upon which there is carried on the business of catering or 
providing meals for consumption on the premises. 

2. The holder of such restaurant licence shall be entitled to Opening 
keep open between the hours of one o’clock afternoon and nine 
15 o’clock afternoon on Sundays that part of the premises, to be j p.m. to 
specified in said licence, in which meals are supplied to guests.

3. The holder of such restaurant licence shall be entitled Permission 
during the hours in section two mentioned to sell and supply 
to guests intoxicating liquors for consumption upon said part with meals.

4. This Act shall not authorise the sale or consumption of Noau«.o.ityto 
intoxicating liquor in such premises to any greater extent than Ef' 1 
such sale or consumption may be lawful during opening horn's houpo°^Tc'k e 
on week days.

in which the principal business usually carried on is the sale 
of intoxicating liquor, or for premises of an annual value of 
less than twenty -jive pounds. 

6. A restaurant licence shall remain in force for the space 
of one year and no longer and shall carry no right of renewal. 5 

7 . The grant of a restaurant licence shall be made only 
after the publication of such notices as may he prescribed by 
rule-making authorities of the county courts and recorder’s 
court in Ireland. 

8. If the holder of a restaurant licence shall contravene 10 
the provisions of this Act by supplying or selling intoxicating 
liquor to any person other than a guest partaking of a meal, 

or by selling or supplying intoxicating liquor in such manner 
as to offend against any provision of the Acts relating to licensing 
in Ireland, he shall be liable upon summary conviction to a 15 
penalty not exceeding forty shillings and the said restaurant 
licence may be ordered to be cancelled. 

9. In the event of the cancellation of such licence no 

restaurant licence shall be granted in respect of the same 
premises for the space of one year. 20 

10 . In proceedings for the enforcement of the provisions 

of this Act or any of the Licensing Acts relating to trading in 
prohibited hours, an appeal shall lie at the instance of com- 
plainant or defendant, as the case may be, to the licensing 
authority under this Act. 25 

11. This Act may be cited as the Restaurant Licences 
(Ireland) Act, 1911. 
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
